The  boy's  swim  team's  1979 
season  will  be  remembered  as 
the  year  of  the  record  breakers.

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STUDENT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


In  1972  a  legislative  act  was  established  mandating  that  students  in  high  schools  shall 
elect  five  fellow  students  to  represent  them  on  the  Student  Advisory  Committee  to  the 
School  Committee,  and  that  the  committee  shall  meet  frequently  with  the  School 
Committee  of  that  town. 

Working  together  with  Mr.  Peter  Smith,  other  groups  and  fellow  students,  this  year's 
committee  has  instituted  many  new  programs. 

One  project  which  has  been  in  effect  for  the  past  two  years  is  student-teacher  evalua- 
tions. These  proved  to  be  beneficial  to  both  teachers  and  students. 

Another  successful  project  was  the  campaign  to  reduce  vandalism  and  make  people 
more  aware  of  the  problem. 

Another  accomplishment  has  been  improving  communication  between  students,  stu- 
dent groups  and  the  community. 

On  Tuesday,  October  31,  1978,  students  on  the  School  Committee  Council  and  their 
principals  and  advisors  were  invited  to  attend  a  conference  for  the  SAC  members  of  the 
ten  public  school  systems  for  which  The  Education  Cooperative  (TEC)  provides  servic- 
es. Dedham  was  part  of  the  three-town  planning  committee  that  set  up  this  conference 
with  the  advice  of  students  in  several  other  towns.  The  purpose  was  to  exchange  ideas 
and  share  experiences  to  better  represent  the  student  body  and  to  communicate  more 
effectively  with  the  School  Committee. 

The  Student  School  Committee  hopes  to  make  the  Dedham  High  School  and  even 
better  place  to  learn  and  grow  by  continuing  to  initiate  new  projects  and  ideas.

The  delay  in  the  senior  play  audi- 
tions had  caused  a  concern  among  the 
seniors.  "Since  September,  things 
have  gone  dou-n  hill,"  said  Man-Ann 
Imbaro.  recording  secretary  (or  the 
class  of  79,  when  asked  to  comment 
on  the  progress  of  the  senior  play 
After  the  seniors  picked  GODSPELL 
at  the  end  of  September,  the  auditions 
were  scheduled  for  the  week  of 
November  13th.  by  Ms.  Donna 
Bowman,  senior  class  advisor.  They 
were  postponed  by  Mrs.  Linda 
Bolmeier,  drama  coach  and  senior 
play  director,  because  of  the  Drama 
Club's  production  of  STREET  LIFE. 
STREET  LIKE  was  over  by  the  begin- 
ning of  December,  yet  the  auditions 
for  GODSPELL  did  not  get  started  un- 
til Tuesday.  Janary  16  This  allows 
two  months  for  rehearsal  until  open- 
ing night,  March  23 

The  auditions  for  the  play  were 
delayed  because  1  did  not  send  for  the 
scripts  until  after  Christmas  due  to 
financial  difficulties  of  the  class." 
said  Mrs.  Bolmeier  when  asked  what 
caused  the  delay 

"Miss  Imbaro  stated.  "Mrs. 
Bolmeier  did  not  quote  the  price  of  the 
royalties  until  December,  although 
Ms  Bowman  had  been  asking  for 
them  since  the  end  of  September." 
Shortly  after  the  $950.00  royalties* 
were  quoted,  a  $1700.00  budget  was 
drawn  up  for  production  cost. 

When  compared  with  plays  in  re- 
cent years.  GODSPELL  has  gotten  to 
a  very  late  start.  Miss  Elbe  Trueman. 
who  directed  THE  WIZARD  OF  OZ  in 
1975.  started  rehearsals  the  first  week 
in  October.  When  asked  why  she  held 
auditions  so  early,  she  replied, 
"Organization  is  the  key  and 
organization  requires  time  You  have 
to  work  around  the  kids'  schedules 
because  most  seniors  work  You  can't 
expect  a  kid  to  miss  two  months  of 
work  to  be  at  rehearsal  every'  night  " 

One  of  the  reasons  for  the  delay 
Miss  Imbaro  said,  was  that  .The 
seniors  had  originally  chosen  MY 
FAIR  LADY  for  their  musical  in  the 
spring  of  1978  in  laic  August,  Mrs. 
Bolmeier  suggested  to  the  class  of- 
ficers and  advisor  tliat  the  class 
change  their  selection  because  she 
felt  that  MY  FAIR  LADY  would  be  too 
expensive  to  produce  since  the 
royalties  were  $630.00  and  the  cost  of 
eleven  scenes  and  Victorian  costumes 
were  very  high  "'Miss  Imbaro  ?**ld 
that  Mrs  Bolmeier  suggested  that 
GODSPELL  or  THE  BOY  FRIEND 
would  be  more  economical  The  class 
voted  again  and  chose  GODSPELL, 
after  an  assembly  was  held  to  explain 
the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of 
producing  all  three  plays  mentioned 
Miss  Imbaro  pointed  out.  although  the 
royalties  for  GODSPELL  will  run 
(530.00.  production  costs  would  be  less 
according  to  Miss  Bolmeier 

The  delay  in  the  scneduling  of 
tryouts  still  has  some  seniors  worried 
though.  Joanne  Michel  I  said. 
'GODSPELL  may  not  require  a  lot  of 
work  on  the  seLs,  bu1  it  will  require  a 
lot  of  work  on  the  acting  and  music."

increase  in  teen  abuse

"The  average  age  of  the  abused 
child  is  rapidly  increasing  due  to  the 
large  number  of  teenagers  in  the 
area."  stated  Deborah  Cochran,  state 
representative  and  former  Child 
Abuse  Coordinator  at  the  Norfolk 
County  District  Attoniey's  office. 

"The  reasons  for  the  increasing 
ages  are.  First,  children  who  have 
had  a  rough  time  all  their  lives  are 
now  old  enough  to  go  to  guidance 
counselors  at  school  or  to  call  a  child 
abuse  program  "  Mrs  Cochran  con- 
tinued, ■Second,  during  the  teenage 
years  more  conflicts  arise  between 
parents  and  children  which  cause 
abuse  "  Massahcusctts  Chapter  119 
Section  51A  defines  child  abuse  - 
serious  physical  or  emotional  injury 
inflicted  upon  a  child  under  the  age  of 
18  including  sexual  abuse,  or  from 
neglect  including  malnutrition  or 
drug  addiction  at  birth. 

A  volunteer  for  the  special  hotline 
accompanying  a  child  abuse  impact 
program.  Raised  in  Anger,  seen  last 
Thursday  on  the  Public  Broadcasting 
System,  stated  that,  Hie  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Welfare  will  not 
handle  older  children  The  reason  for 
this  is  that  the  social  workers  have 
heavy  caseloads  and  must  concen- 
trate on  the  younger  children  who  arc 
in  more  danger."  Her  advise  to  abus- 
ed teenagers  was  to,  cither  stick  it 
out  or  move  out  of  the  house." 

She  added  that,  "funds  are  alloted 
to  families  who  Lake  in  an  abused 
teenager.'' 

Mrs  Cochran,  upon  hearing  this  in- 
formation, stated.  "That  Is  simply  not 
true.  Help  for  teenagers  can  be  ob- 
tained through  the  District  Attorney  's 


Office."  She  said.  "There  is  a  section 
set-up  just  for  handling  child  abuse 
cases  "  The  number  to  call  to  receive 
help  from  the  District  Attorney's  of- 
fice is  326-7810,  Mrs.  Cochran  also 
recommended  receiving  help  from 
The  office  for  Children  located  in 
Norwood,  the  number  to  call  is  S2&- 
0717. 

A  report  on  Child  Abuse  in  the 
March.  1978  issue  of  The 
Massachusetts  Teacher,  said  that  in 
Massachusetts,  any  teacher  or  other 
school  employee  is  required  by  law  to 
report  suspicion  of  child  abuse  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  at  266- 
3266  Any  other  persons  can  report 
child  abuse  to  the  Children's  Protec- 
tive Services  at  773-1256.

They  also  utilize  a  system  of  street 
workers"  that  literally  interacts  with 
youth  at  night,  on  weekends,  at  school 
sponsored  dances,  and  anywhere 
there  are  kids  gathered  for  a  common 
purpose  There  are  two  "street 
workers"  now  in  employment  and 
they  are  looking  for  one  more. 

The  Youth  Commission  sponsors 
many  diversionary  programs  design- 
ed to  get  kids  off  the  street  and  to  help 
them  to  do  something  worthwhile 

They  have  sponsored  the 
Wilderness  Program  for  which  they 
received  a  $77,000  federal  grant.  The 
program  takes  kids  off  the  streets  and 
out  to  nature  They  try  to  utilize  the 
Kennedy  Farm  by  opening  it  up  to  the 
entire  community.  They  were  respon- 
sible for  the  building  of  a  nature  trad 
there  during  the  summer. 

By  utilizizing  work  study  (of  which 
75%  were  federally  funded)  and  local 
college  students  in  the  form  of  in- 
dependent study,  they  were  able  to 
communicate  with  the  youth  more  ef- 
fectively 

They  initiated  an  alcohol  awareness 
program  to  help  teachers  and 
students  become  more  aware  of  the 
problem  of  alcohol  in  the  town 

Being  active  in  the  membership  of 
the  board  of  services  of  Dedham  ac- 
complished the  opening  of  the  Cutler 


Park  in  Riverdale  section  of  Dedham 
This  wide  tract  of  wilderness  and 
nature  is  now  availble  to  the  town. 

The  commLssion  is  continuing  their 
program  of  town-wide  events  in- 
cluding dances,  coffee  houses,  rock 
concerts,  rock  climbing,  cross  coun- 
try skiing  and  the  first  annual 
Shirctown  road  race  and  much  more. 

The  Youth  Commission  has  worked 
closely  with  the  Norwood  CETA 
(Comprehensive  Employment  and 
Training  Act)  by  having  a  represen- 
tative sit  on  the  CETA  "Board  of 
Directors."  They  also  had  a  close 
relationship  with  the  youth  program 
in  Norwood  by  utilizing  seventeen 
CETA  funded  people  this  year  alone 

The  Youth  Commission  also  has  a 
student  on  the  Commissioner's  Board 
who  is  a  voting  member.  Mary  Lou 
Bistowski  is  the  youth  representali ve- 
in addition,  plans  are  being  made  to 
form  a  student  Youth  Commission  to 
get  belter  communication  between 
the  Youth  Commission  and  the  youth 
of  Dedham. 

Clinton  pointed  out  in  closing  that 
"we  welcome  any  type  of  input  and 
although  wc  can't  make  any  pro- 
mises, wc  are  willing  to  listen  to  any 
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and  Grounds  for  the  Dedham  School 
System,  as  saying  that  the  false  fire 
alarm  problem  is  "a  little  better  this 
year."  Again,  the  figures  show  that 
the  severity  of  the  problem  has.  thus 
far  in  the  school  year,  been  greatly 
reduced,  four  false  alarms  were  pull- 
ed from  Sept.  to  Dec.  1977  However, 
according  to  vandalism  figures  sent 
to  the  SAC  by  Mr.  Gene  Negrone,  the 
Administrative  Assistant,  only  one 
fire  alarm  was  pulled  this  year  at  no 
cost  to  the  town. ' ' 

Although  a  problem  remains  in  that 
students  still  pull  doors  off  hinges,  the 
SAC  feels  that  the  students'  attitude 
towards  their  school  environment  has 
taken  a  more  positive  turn. 

If  these  figures  are  any  indication  of 
the  trend  in  vandalism  tooay,  the 
town  can  hopefu^y  look  forward  to 
decreasing  vandalism  costs  in  the 
near  future

DHS  drug  poll

On  Friday,  January  12  the  MIR- 
ROH  staff  surveyed  500  students  with 
equal  representation  from  all  four 
classes  to  determine  how"  extensively 
marijuana  and  drugs  were  used  by 
Dedham  High  School  students. 

Over  34  percent  of  the  students  poll- 
ed said  they  have  never  smoked  mari- 
juana. As  few  as  20  percent  said  they 
smoked  on  a  regular  basis. 

After  carefully  scrutinizing  the 
results  of  the  surrey,  MIRROR  staf- 
fers noted  that  mure  10th  and  Mth 
graders  smoked  marijuana  than  9th 
and  12th  graders. 

The  poll  was  also  designed  to  see  if 
the  use  of  marijuana  nas  affected  par- 
ticipation fn  sports,  clubs  and  part- 
time  employment  Amongst  those 
polled  tliat  said  they  used  marijuana 
on  a  regular  basis,  about  50  percent 
held  a  part-time  job  and  2&  percent 
participated  in  sports  and  other 
school  activities.
